Congressman 
Alricta, 
of 
Illinois, 
Thinks the East Is Slated for Too 
Many Plums—Wants More of the 
Good Things for the West—The 
Wants of States. 


W ashington, Nov. 21.—The contest 
for congressional 
offices 
is growing 
more spirited, and friends of the sev­ 
eral candidates show increasing anx­ 
iety. The contest over the house offices 
is becoming sharp and bitter. Con­ 
gressman Aldrich, of Chicago, who is 
recognized as a leader at the headquar­ 
ters of General Henderson, of Illinois, 
candidate for clerk of the house, says: 
“The two states of Kentucky and 
Pennsylvania have largely monopolized 
the offices of speaker and clerk, having 
an aggregate of fifty-two years to their 
credit, while no elective office has ever 
gone west of the Mississippi river, save 
to Minnesota, with one postmaster. The 
Eastern and Middle states have had the 
lion’s share, having furnished 
the 
speaker and clerk for eighty-one years. 
These states in the next house will 
have ninety republican members, and 
without contest will have the speaker­ 
ship. 
“It is now proposed to make a ‘com­ 
bine’ that will give to two of these 
states, besides that of speaker, the im­ 
portant office of clerk, and also that of 
doorkeeper, which last two offices have 
nine-tenths of the patronage of the 
house, while the Eastern and Middle 
states furnish less than four-*tenths of 
the 
republican 
membership. 
The 
Southern states in the Forty-seventh 
congress, with a republican member­ 
ship of fourteen out of a total repub­ 
lican membership of 150, were again 
given that office. The W estern states 
will have 121 republican members in 
the next house, and have had but thred 
out of thirty speakers, and two clerks, 
with one term each, out of twenty-two. 
“The Southern states will have a Re­ 
publican membership in the next house 
of thirty-three, nearly two-fifths of the 
Eastern and Middle states membership, 
and yet it is intended by the proposed 
‘combine’ to completely ignore 
those 
states. The West should have the sec­ 
ond office of the house on considerations 
of geographical propriety, which have 
always governed in the organization of 
the house, as well as in all national con­ 
ventions of both parties; while the 
South, with its steadily increasing Re­ 
publican representation, should have, 
as in the Forty-seventh and Fifty-first 
congresses, the office of doorkeeper. 
“When the speaker has come from 
the Eastern or Middle states the clerk 
•has come from the West or 
South. 
W hen the speaker was taken from a 
Southern state the clerkship went to a 
Northern state, as illustrated in the last 
two congresses, in which the speaker 
and doorkeeper were from Southern 
states, the clerk from a Northern or 
Middle state, and the sergeant-at-arms 
and postmaster from W estern states. 
“The claim that Pennsylvania is en­ 
titled to the clerkship is absurd. That 
state presents as a candidate a gentle- 


United States Not to Interfere In the 
Eastern Question. 
W ashington, Nov. 21.—A gentleman 
who holds close relations to the admin­ 
istration says the attitude of the gov­ 
ernment in the Eastern crisis as devel­ 
oped at recent cabinet meetings will be 
this: There will be no attempt on the 
part of this government to interfere in 
any joint movement of the powers look­ 
ing to coercion of the sultan or dis­ 
memberment of the Turkish empire. 
The presence of our men of war near 
the scene of disturbances will be only 
for the purpose of emphasizing the de­ 
mands of this country for a fulfillment 
of treaty obligations toward American 
citizens on the part of Turkey. The ad­ 
vices received up to date indicate that 
not a single American missionary or 
teacher has been personally assaulted, 
and that the destruction of mission 
property was probably due to attacks 
upon the native Christians, in which 
the missionary property incidentally 
suffered, and for which reparation will 
be demanded.

Defaulting Cashier Arrested. 
Duluth, Minn., Nov. 21.—Charles H. 
Stuckey, cashier of the broken State 
bank of this city, who fled Oct. 17, tak­ 
ing with him, it is alleged, some $15,- 
000 of the bank’s money, is a prisoner 
at the central police station here, hav­ 
ing been arrested yesterday at Perley, 
a little Wisconsin town out in the 
woods. The whereabouts of the cashier 
were divulged by a young lady whom 
he met at a dance at Perley. She wrote 
to Chief of Police Armstrong of this 
city, and the arrest of the alleged em­ 
bezzler followed. 


Cuban Insurgents Routed. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 21.—The 
Dis­ 
patch publishes a letter from its spe­ 
cial Cuban correspondent, who is on the 
field near Cumanojagua, in which he 
gives details of a battle at Jutia, near 
Cienfuegos. 
He says the insurgents, 
numbering 450, were defeated by 150 
Spanish soldiers, through the negli­ 
gence of the insurgent 
commander, 
Col. Jose Gonzales, 
who 
failed 
to 
mount any guards for the protection of 
his camp. The Cuban forces 
swear 
vengeance upon Col. Gonzales, and he 
will probably he shot. 


Constantinople, Nov. 21.—The atti­ 
tude of the porte, or of the sultan, has 
undergone a decided change since the 
other fleets began to join the British 
fleet in the naval demonstration in Sa- 
lonica Bay. There is no doubt that the 
pressure brought to bear upon the sul­ 
tan has been strong enough to make 
him take personal charge of the work 
of reform in Armenia, and it is now 
hoped there will be no further blood­ 
shed, except in the case of putting down 
the insurrections which have broken 
out against Turkish rule in different 
parts of Asia Minor. It is hoped, how­ 
ever, that the Armenian clergy will be 
able to induce their coreligionists to lay 
down their arms, especially as the sen­ 
tim ent of the whole of Europe is now in 
favor of the sultan, whose evident de­ 
sire to meet the views of the powers is 
thoroughly appreciated and has un­ 
doubtedly tided over a most difficult 
crisis in the east. There is no longer 
any talk of the armed intervention of 
the powers in the Turkish Empire, and 
if any display of force is necessary upon 
the part of Europe, R might be in the 
direction of supporting the authority of 
the sultan, as Great Britain, Russia and 
France are extremely desirous that or­ 
der should 
promptly 
be 
restored 
throughout Asia Minor. 
A dispatch received here from Tiflis, 
Russian Transcaucasia, says that the 
Armenian catholicos has received a re­ 
ply to the communication which he re­ 
cently sent to the Russian ambassador 
here, M. de Nelidoff. It is as follows: 
“The Armenians of Constantinople are 
now reassured. They are threatened 
with no danger. In the provinces, how­ 
ever, there are regrettable conflicts 
which in most cases were caused by 
Armenians who were instigated by 
their revolutionary committees. 
The 
result is terrible revenge upon the part 
of the Turks in the shape of horrible 
massacres of Christians. 
“The 
sultan 
has sanctioned 
the 
scheme for reforms submitted by the 
three great powers, and preparations j 
are now proceeding to carry them out. I 
To this end it is necessary that the lead­ 
ers of the people should persuade the 
latter to desist from revolutionary at­ 
tempts, to abandon the idle hope of for­ 
eign intervention, to put a stop to all 
disturbances and co-operate in the re­ 
establishment of universal peace, in im­ 
proving the situation, and in the intro­ 
duction of the new order of things.”

A CO-OPERATIVE TRUST. 


Illinois Coal Miners Hold s s Im portant 
Meeting. 
Peoria, 111., Nov. 21.—A meeting of 
the coal operators along the lines of 
the Toledo, Peoria & W estern, the Iowa 
Central and the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy railroads was held yesterday at 
the National hotel and the meeting was 
most important in its character. The 
business transacted is important, for it 
has to do with controlling the coal busi­ 
ness, so far as the mining is concerned, 
for the West and Northwest, commonly 
termed the Peoria district. 
Those present had little to say on the 
subject, but it was learned that it was 
decided to form a co-operative company. 
A committee of three will be selected 
from each road, and they will have di­ 
rect management of the company, 
which will be incorporated under the 
laws of Illinois. They regard this as 
the only means of protecting their busi­ 
ness. Operators along the lines of the 
Peoria & Pekin, Union, and the Chicago, 
Peoria & St. Louis were excluded from 
the meeting. The price to commercial 
men was advanced 25 cents 
per ton 
at a recent meeting and this subject 
was not considered yesterday.

W ashington, Nov. 21.—The proceed­ 
ings in the Knights of Labor general 
assembly took rather a sensational turn 
yesterday afternoon, growing out of 
some harsh criticisms passed upon va­ 
rious local assemblies by the general of­ 
ficers.

Victoria, B. C., Nov. 21.—The Em­ 
press of China, just arrived from the 
orient, reports cholera practically ex­ 
tinguished in Japan and few interest­ 
ing developments in the eastern situa­ 
tion. 
All the Asiatic coast when she 
sailed was looking to Kin Chow, where, 
on Oct. 18, a combined boiler and maga­ 
zine explosion on the troop ship Kung 
Pai sent 600 men to death. The affair 
was fraught with peculiar horror, as a 
rough sea was raging and there was no 
chance of life overboard. The boilers 
were old and unserviceable and ordi­ 
nary caution would have prevented the 
catastrophe.

ville and W atertown a freight train 
w as w aiting for the possenger to go 
By. 
Several times of late the Janes 
Ville yards have been alm ost blocked. 
S hip Many Potatoes. 
Y ardm aster Griffin was m aking his 
plans for a big day’s business today. 
T he shipments are mostly lumber, 
stock, grain and potatoes, while large 
num bers of empty cars are also sent 
back and forth.

This drug store fits out ships with med­ 
icines. Anybody who has had any ex­ 
perience with the 
m erchant service 
knows that the captain is usually the 
only M. D. aboard and th at his knowl­ 
edge was never gained in any college 
of pharmacy or medicine. In the oljtce 
of the United States shipping commis­ 
sioners is filed a record of the trip of 
every ship 
that takes 
a crew from 
United States ports. 
It is virtually a 
private diary kept by the captain for 
the benefit of the government—no m at­ 
ter w hat 
happens, 
the 
am ount and 
num ber of the doses of medicine ad­ 
m inistered to the crew and to each in­ 
dividual of it are set down with the

details.
